A city transit and traffic au- 
thority, created by charter amend- 
ment, is a better method of op- 
eraiing publicly owned transit fa- 
cilities here than a- metropolitan 
authority would be. City Coun- 
selor James E. Crows declared to- 
day. 

Speaking at a luncheon meet- 
ing at the York Hotel of the 
Greater St. Louis Federal Busi- 
ness Association, Crowe  de- 
fended the plan formulated by 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst’s transit 
ownership committee, of which 
he is a member. The committee, 
headed by Samuel H. Liberman, 
has recommended a_ charter 
amendment to create a municipal 


authority to take over and op- 
state public transit facilities 


Criticism of the plan has come 
from proponents of a metropoli- 
tan authority in which both St. 
Louis county and the city would 
have representation. 

Enough petitions have been 
signed in the city to call for the 
appointment of the city’s quota 
of a board of freeholders to draw 
up such‘a plan, and there are 
idications that enough county res- 
idents have signed petitions to 
authorize the appointment of 
county freeholders to such a 
board. 

After they have drawn up a 
plan, it will be submitted to the 
voters of both city and county. 

Advafttages Claimed. 

A purely municipal authority 
would have, in Crowe’s opinion, a 
‘better chance of satisfying two 
requirements for a publicly owned 
authority than a metropolitan 
body. These, he said, were free- 
dom from politics and a sound 
financial basis. 

Declaring that a city authority 
could be set up now as a politi- 
cally controlled department of 
the city government without the 
need of a charter amendment, 
Crowe said the only purpose of 
the charter amendment would be 
to gurantee freedom from politi- 
cal control. 

This would be accomplished, he 
said, by vesting the power to ap- 
point the five members of the 
authority in the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment or in 
the Mayor. The Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment consists of 
the Mayor, Comptroller and Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen. 
“Who is more in the public 
spotlight than this group or this 
individual?” Crowe asked. “If the 
public is not satisfied that this 
will keep the authority free of 
politics, we are open to sugges- 
tions. I might also point out that 
this is substantially the manner 
of appointment in Cleveland, 
Seattle and Toronto, which, you 
agree, are non-political opera- 


tions.” 
Financial Problems. 

Turning to the financial sound- 
ness of the two plans, Crowe ex- 
pressed the opinion that a metro- 
politan authority would fore- 
doomed to financial failure, plac- 
ine a burden on the fare-payers 
and taxpayers of city and county. 

“It should be apparent that you 
eannot serve an area of a 15-mile 
radius as you can one of only five 
miles,” he said. Declaring that 
density of population is indispens- 
able to mass transportation, Crowe 

‘gaid the city had 21.5 person per 
acre and the area served by mass 
transportation in the county had 
6.4 persons per acre and there 
were only 1.3 persons per acre in 
the county as a whole. 

Crowe said it had been esti- 
mated that if the Public Service 
Co. took over operation of St. 
Louis County Transit Co., it 
would cost it, through higher 
‘wages and claim costs, at least

2 CORN-BAITED 
DUCK . HUNTING 
TRACTS CLOSED 


Two duck hunting areas have 
been closed because hunters 
baited both tracts with corn in 
violation of federal game laws, 
Victor Blazeyic, federal game 
management agent at St. Charles 
announced today. 


Tracts posted were 360 acres 
of farm land, mostly cornfields, 
two miles north ef Orchard Farm, 
off State Highway 94, in St. 
Charles county, and 200 acres 
owned by a private hunting club 
in. the Argent’s slough area of 
Lincsin county. , 
Blazevic said in one case he 
caught a hunter throwing out corn 
and obtained a signed admission. 
Both areas were ordered closed 
to hunting for the rest of the sea- 
son, which ends Dec. 22. Statutes 
provide for a maximum penalty 
of $500 fine, six months’ impris- 
onment or both for violation of 
the order. 


RED CROSS DOUBLES 
BLOOD REQUESTS TO 
“HELP FIGHT POLIO 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (UP)— 
The American Red Cross asked 
for blood and money today to 
help fight infantile paralysis next 
summer. 

' It asked the public to donate 
an extra 2,000,000 pints of blood 
and $7,000,000 in money to build 
up stocks of gamma golubulin 
which can be injected into ex- 
posed children in polio epidemic 
areas. 

Tests on children in four states 
last summer proved that injec- 
tions of the gamma globulin blood 
fraction cause a temporary near- 
immunity to polio. 

E. Roland Harriman, president 
of the American Red Cross, an- 
nounced that the organization had 
undertaken the anti-polio prep- 
arations at the request of the 
Office of Defense Mobilization. 

As a result, the Red Cross is 
asktmg for almost twice as much 
blood as it ordinarily would col- 
lect for use in Korea, the na- 
tional defense program and civi- 
lian emergencies. 


BARS, BOSSES ASKED 
TO HELP CUT DRUNK 
DRIVINGIN HOLIDA YS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP)— 
Tavern owners here will be urged 
to offer holiday tipplers “one for 
the road”—a free cup of coffee. 
The boss will be asked to see that 
a way home is supplied everyone 
who takes on too much liquor at 
the office Christmas party. 

The idea was developed yester- 
day at a conference of Washing-

Damaging Evidence in Recording. 
An important factor in the 

jury’s censideration was Romero’s

The jury foreman 
added that the most damaging bit 
of evidence was the tape-recorded 
statement of the defendant, who 
senoke in Spanish through an in- 
terpreter. 

In the translation, Romero 
was quoted as saying that, after 
choking Mrs. Thompson with an 
electric cord, he stabbed her in 
the neck with a broken soda 
bottle “to e¢ut her ~ suffering.” 
The jagged bottle inflicted a fatal 
wound in her throat. 


In his closing statement, Rankin 
argued that the state failed to 
prove first-degree murder. The 
attorney stressed the difference 
in the ages of Romero and Mrs. 
Thompson, who was 32 years old 
and the mother of a 2-year-old 
daughter. 


“This boy was a victim of cir- 
cumstances created by a woman 
10 years his senior,” Rankin said. 
“He was fascinated by her, but 
later became disillusioned. I’m 
asking a verdict of acquittal.” 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Wil- 
liam R. O’Toole contended in his 
argument to the jury that Ro- 
mero’s recorded statement that he 
wanted “to kill Irene right away” 
proved murder. 

No Defense Witnesses. 

The defendant did not take the 
witness stand, and Rankin called 
no other witnesses, resting his 
case on a demurrer. Testimony 
began a week ago. The jury oc- 
cupied living quarters at the Mu- 
nicipal Courts Building at night. 

Romero, a metal plater in a 
hinge factory, met Mrs. Thompson 
a year ago at a dance studio, 
where she was an instructor. He 
told police he saw her at her 
home, 636 Lewiston drive, Kirk- 
wood, when her husband, William 
E. Thompson, a sales representa- 
tive, was out of the city. 

The night of the murder, Ro- 
mero and Mrs. Thompson visited 
several hotels and night clubs 
before the fight in her room. She

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (UP)— | 


A Negro attorney opened his- 
toric arguments before the Su- 
preme Court today with the dec- 
laration that race segregation in 
schools forces Negro children into 
“an inferior caste.” 

Robert L. Carter of New York, 
representing Negro parents, as- 
serted that segregation in itself 
is a denial of “equal educational 


opportunities” to his race. 

The issue before the couft, one 
of the most explosive in Amer- 
ican life, is constitutionality of 


“separate but equal” educational 


Hearing 5 Cases. 

The court is hearing five sep- 
arate cases, the first stemming 
from Kansas where segregation 
is permitted ... but not pre- 
scribed ... in cities of more 
than 15,000 population. 

The others are from South 
Carolina, Virginia, Delaware, and 
the District of Columbia. All 
raise the question: Does segrega- 
tion in itself put the stamp of 
inequality on Negroes? 

Carter said it does. He said it 
puts Negro children in “an in- 
ferior caste, lowers their level of 
aspiration and instills feelings of 
infériority.” 

Testimony in a lower United 
States court in Topeka, Kan., 
bore out, he said, the contention 
that segregation “denies * equal 
educational opportunities” to Ne- 
groes. 

Courtroom Filled. 

Every seat in the marble-col- 
umned court chamber was taken 
and crowds waited outside as Car- 
ter spoke. The arguments will 
continue tomorrow and possibly 
the next day. 

Carter a ag Negro parents 
Kan., whose suit to 
place their children in white pub- 
lié schgols is being supported by 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 

Topeka is divided into 18 ter- 
ritories, in each of which there is 
a school for white children. There 
are four Negro schools in the city. 
Segregation is practiced through 
the sixth grade. In Kansas City, 
Kan., high schools also afe segre- 
gated. 


Carter conceded that there is 
“no material difference” in the 
physical facilities and teacher 
qualifications between Negro and 
white schools in Topeka. 

Segregation is Issue. 

“We abandon any claim of con- 
stitutional inequality except for 
segregation itself,” he told the 
justices. 

The Kansas case reached the 
Supreme Court after a special 
three-judge court in Topeka ruled 
against the Negroes. The lower 
court found that segregation did 
indeed retard the scholastic prog- 
ress of Negro children. 

But the reasoning was that un- 
der a controlling Supreme Court 
decision handed down in 1896 
there was no choice but to ap- 
prove the school system if equal 
facilities were afforded to both 
races. 

Carter said that in the 1896 de- 
cision, the Supreme Court held 
that no state “can use race alone” 
as a reason for segregation. Yet, 
he said, Kansas has admitted that 
it does just this. 

He said Kansas officials have 
placed Negro children “in one 
category for public school purpos- 
es solely on the basis of race and 
color” while it places “white chil- 
dren in another classification.” 

“State authorities,” he said, 
“concede that this is so.” 

He said the state law “‘is fatally 
defective” in this respect “and 
on this ground alone should be 
struck down.” 

Opportunity Not Equal. 

Carter also argued that it Is 
impossible fom Negro childrén “to | 
obtain equal opportunity for edu-| 
cation” under the Kansas law. 

Carter said the lower court 


ties had to be equal.” But, he 
added, “it is clear that the court 
had a great deal of confusion, 
doubt, and perhaps even fear ‘’n 
reaching this conclusion.” 

He read from the court’s opin- 
ion to bolster his contention that

As a 
result, he said, their “ability and 
learning is impaired.” 

Questioned by Justices. — 

When Carter resumed after a 
luncheon recess, the justices ques- 
tioned him closely. 

“Did the testimony on racial 
segregation in the lower court 
deal with the emotional and men- 
tal development of the child?” 
asked Justice Stanley F. Reed. | 
“Did it relate to his ability to 
learn?” 

“The evidence went to the fact 
that in segregated schools, be- 
cause of the motional impact, yop 
are not able to learn as well as 
you would in a mixed school,”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP)—

a Supreme Court decision barring 
criminal prosecution of manufac- 
turers who refuse to admit gov- 
ernment inspectors. 

Charles W. Crawford, commis- 
| sioner ot. the Food and Drug 
| Administratiun, said the agency 
will “ask Congress to clarify the 
wording of the law and to restore 
to the American public the pro- 
tection we are sure the Congress 
intended to provide.” 

The Supreme Court, speaking 
through Justice Douglas, indirect- 
ly rebuffed Congress in holding 


that the Food and Drug act con- 
tains no requirement that factory 
managers must admit food and 
drug inspectors to their plants. 


Wording Declared Vague. 


Declaring that the 1928 act was 
not clear, Douglas said that 
“words which are vague and fluid 
may be as much a trap for the 
innocent as the ancient laws of 
Caligula,” the tyrannical Roman 
emperor. 


The Supreme Court ruled that 
factory managers are safe from 
fine and imprisonment if they 
bar food anu drug inspectors. 
The court upheld Ira D. Cardiff; 
who would not let agency inspec- 
tors into the plant of the Wash- 
ington Dehydrated Food Co., in 
Yakima county, Wash. 


The Justice Department had 
asked the court to uphold the 
right of inspectors to enter plants. 
It said 80 per cent of the viola- 
tions of the Food and Drug Act 
ra discovered in such inspec- 

ons. 


Comment by Official. 


Commenting on the court's de- 
cision, Crawford said: 

“The provision (of the act) 
which forbids shipment of foods, 
| drygs and cosmetic which have 
| been produced under unsanitary 
| conditions can hardly be enforced 
at all except through factory in- 
spection.” 

Unless and until Congress acts 
to give inspectors the right to 
enter factories, Crawford said, 
“protection from the shady fringe 
(of the industry) will be sub- 
stantially reduced.” He added

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WARNS OF QUACKS’ 
N NUTRTON FL 


Food and Drug Commissioner 
Says Dietary Nostrums 
May Impair Health. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP)— 
Federal Commissioner of Food 
and Drugs C. W. Crawford said 
today the public should be warned 


against “quacks” posing as ex- 
perts on food and nutrition. 

He said nutritional “pitchmen” 
seek to. sell the public alleged 
cure-alls containing such things 
as vitamins, minerals and plant 
extracts. 

Public knowledge has not kept 
abreast of real scientific advances 
in food and nutrition, Crawford 
said in an address prepared for 
the National Food and Nutrition 
Institute, adding: 

“This lack of public knowledge 

has made a fertile field for new 
forms of quackery which exploit 
the consumer’s pockétbook and too 
frequently impair his health by 
inducing him to rely on bizarre 
diets or nutritional nostrums for 
treatment of serious diseases.” 
Crawford said legal action can 
be taken against commodities 
shipped across state lines if they 
bear false or misleading labels. 
He added: 
“But if the quackery is con- 
fined to false teachings in the 
form of books, pamphlets or so- 
called health magazines or radio 
and TV broadcasts that are. not 
part of a commercial scheme of 
distribution and do not come un- 
der the legal definition of label- 
ing, then the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration can take no legal 
action.” : 

Crawford said the food and 
drug law also Jacks authority “to 
properly regulate the use of food 
additives, some of which may be 
harmful or otherwise contrary to 
consumer interest.” He said some 
food manufacturers do not check 
new ingredients before using 
them.

read in a book?” asked Justice 
Harold H. Burton. 

“Equal educational opportunity 
does not stop with equal physical 
facilities,” Carter answered. 


Carten then advanced the argu- | 
ment that the court does not. 
need to apply the “sepwarate but 
equal” test to the education cases | 
—that the issue is an entirely | 
new one, never passed on previ- 
ously by the court. 


He said the 1896 decision on 
which the “separate but equal” 
| doctrine is based, is not in point. 
He argued that the 1896 case did 
‘not deal with education at all but 
| with transportation. 


' Here he found himself in a 
lengthy discussion with Justice 
Felix Frankfurter, who said that 
segregation practices rest on a 
“large body of opinion” which 
‘mush be overturned if the de- 
cision is to go in favor of the 
Negroes. 


| “We are dealing with a long- 
established historic practice by 
states, -written on state statute 
books and adjudicated by state 
courts and by this court,” Frank- 
furter said. 

Carter stuck to his point that 
the high court had never touched 
the precise problem of the 
states’ right to establish segregat- 
ed grade schools. But he said that 
if the court feels the issue does | 
rest on previous decis®ns laying 
down the “separate but equal” } 
doctrine, those decisions should 
be overruled. 

“I think you are saying that 
the court has ruled segregation 
may be alt right on the separate 
but equal basis in streetcars and 
such but that in education it is 
different,” Justice William O. 
Douglas said. 

“Yes,” Carter replied. 

He said the only case touching 
the current issue was one decided 
some years ago on complaint of 
a Chinese student in Mississippi | 
who objected to attending a col- 
ored school.

He asserted 
that “there never was any chance” 
to save Indochina once Commu- 
nists had consolidated power in 
China. 

Judd said that there has been 
a “terrible contraction of the 
places where men are free, and 
an expansion of where they are 
enslaved.” 

“We've been at war for 30 
years, and don’t know it,” he said. 
“That’s why we're losing.” 

The roots of our failure, he 
said, is that America tried to 
“make a settlement, an arrange- 
ment with the devil (Commu- 
nism),”—instead ‘of spurning him 
as Christ did when he was 
tempted. 

Yesterday the churchmen were 
told to wake up to new conditions 
on college campuses and in for- 
eign fields or lose ground for 
Christianity. 3 

Experts in foreign missions 
work and in Christian higher edu- 
cation, said churches must fash- 
ion their tools to cope with an 
age of ideas in upheaval, or set- 
backs may be at hand.

The conclusion of the assembly, 
after reviewing economic devel- 
opments, was “that immediate in- 
flationary dangers have moder- 
ated but that forces making for 
inflation are still present,” It was 
agreed that inflation may break 
out anew with any sudden or seri- 
ous increase in international ten- 
sions, 

The assembly emphasized that 
the first step toward internation- 
al monetary stability is the in- 
ternal control of inflation in the 
individual countries. In interna- 


‘tional financial and economic re- 


lationships, the assembly urged 
shifting of the emphasis from aid 
to trade. 


As specific means of further- 
ing trade to mutual benefit 
among nations, the assembly 
favored “simplification of cus- 
toms procedures, reduction of 
tariff rates with due regard to 
the effect on American busi- 
ness, agriculture and employ- 
ment, reconsideration of the 
principle of quota restrictions 
and imports, an intensifed pro- 
_ stam of technical assistance ac- 
companied by increased private 
investments abroad and large 
purchases abroad by American 
procurement agencies where 
such purchases can effect sav- 
ings.” 


A strong minority felt that the 
phrase “with due regard to the 


effect on American business, agri- 
culture and employment” weakens 


Govern- 


the conclusions unduly. The im- 
provements suggested should be 
made in any event with consid- 
eration given to alleviating the 
consequent effects on American 
business, agriculture and éemploy- 
ment, the assembly felt. 

On the question of direct con- 
trols it was agreed that price and 
wage ceilings shauld be removed 
but that stand-by authority to im- 
pose controls should be provided. 
Continuation of stand-by controls 
was also suggested in the area of 
selective credit controls which, 
the assembly proposed, should be 
“suspended promptly upon the 
disappearance of emergency con- 
ditions.” 


The Federal Reserve system, in 
order to protect the purchasing 
power of the dollar, should place 
primary reliance on the discount 
rate and open market operations, 
with selective credit controls over 
consumer and residential mort- 
gage credit used only at times of 
clear national emergency. 

General support was expressed 
by the assembly for a flexible 
public debt management policy 
which would reduce the burden 
of early maturities and seek to 
shift more of the debt into the 
hands of savers and saving insti- 
tutions. Both interest rates and 
maturities should be. shaped to 
these ends, the final assembly re- 
port said. 

The participants also agreed 
that a determined effort should 
be made to balance the federal 
budget. by expenditure reductions. 
The excess profits tax should be 
allowed to expire and other 
emergency tax increases imposed 
by the revenue ‘act of 1951 should 
be permitted to lapse, as sched- 
uled.

N THE SUMMER of 1945,

This was a headlong rush by 
the Siberian Red army south to 
take Korea, matched by a similar 
rush by the American army under 
under Gen. MacArthur north to 
take Korea. 

Faced with a possible clash by 
two supposedly allied, but poten- 
tially hostile armies, ther com- 
manders did what Eisenhower did 
when he withdrew American 
troops to the river Elbe. They 
drew a line along the thirty- 
eighth parallel, and each stopped 
on its own side. 

Russia, which stayed in the 
north, got 56 per cent of the terfi- 
tory, one-third of the people, the 
lion’s share of the minerals, 50 
per cent of the gold, most of the 
coal, iron, and waterpower. 

The United States, which re- 
mained in the south, got 44 per 
cent of territory, two-thirds of the 
peoplé, the rest of the farm land, 
the best climate, fisheries, and a 
small amount of industry. 

It was this unfortunate, un- 
gainly division which planted the 
seeds of the present war. For the 
two sections of Korea have far 
less chance of existing separately 
than did our North and South in 
the 1860s. 

It should have been no sur- 
prise, however, that the Red army 
would “rush” Korea. For 80 years 
Moscow has cast a greedy eye at 
the peninsula, has coveted its long 
shore line, has realized its stra- 
tegic location, because the army 
that controls this peninsula jut- 
ting out into the Japan sea is an 
ever-present danger to the seeth- 
ing, bustling, potentially powerful 
empire of Japan. ‘ 

In fact, it is said that the army 
that controls Korea can dominate 
much of northern Asia.

The committee’s final report may be even 
more vague as to the specific souree of cam- 
paign contributions. Even though there is a 
limit of $5000 on the contribution which a sin- 
gle donor may make to a single committee, the 
individual may, of course, contribute to numer- 
ous committees, and additional contributions 
may be made by members of his family, not to 
mention other associates. 

Many of these donors are anything but philan- 
thropists. They are interested in government 
contracts and other favors. So it would be whole- 
some for the nation to know who gave, and how 
much. If the law insists on the registration of 
lobbyists, why not publicity for campaign con- 
tributors? They, too, can exert heavy pressure 
in Washington. : 

Most of those who have studied the matter 
also believe that a limit should be set on na- 
tional campaign expenditures, a limit more in 
conformity with the current high cost of cam- 
paigning, but nevertheless a limit which will 
keep an election from degenerating into a mere 
money-raising contest. The principle of limited 
expenditures already has been accepted in the 
United States as well as in the European de- 
mocracies. 

* * - 

But the argument is now raised that such 
legislation would be as noble in purpose—and as 
futile—as the Prohibition amendment. Putting a 
limit on how much a man may spend in quest of 
public office or how much he may give in 
support of a candidate for public office, it is 
argued, is a violation of civil liberties. This line 
leaves us cold, mighty cold. 

It is like saying that a man’s personal rights 
are abridged by setting a limit on the number 


' of ducks he may shoot or the number of fish 


he may catch. Or that it is unconstitutional to 


force him to run a clean restaurant, or to keep 


him from drinking unsanitary milk. It is as bad 
as arguing against building codes and traffic 
regulations. 

If it is reasonable to protect our natural re- 
sources and our wild life, and if it is reasonable 
to safeguard life and limb against the risk of 
disease, fire and accident, then surely it is just 
as proper and lawful to protect our electoral 
process against possible abuse. Every speeder is 
not intent on running down a pedestrian and 
every contributor to a campaign fund is not in- 
tent on corrupting a public official. But in each 
case there is potential danger. To minimize that 
danger by reasonable regulation is not a viola- 
tion of freedom; it is one of its safeguards. 

So we hope that the Boggs committee will 
offer some sensible suggestions for coping with 
the high cdst of electioneering. 
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And Now Sewers 

It now seems fairly certain that St. Louis and 
the county are on the verge of setting in-motion 
the machinery required to deal with the sewer 
problem. The city has finally succeeded in ob- 
taining a sufficient number of signatures on 
Metropolitan Sewer District petitions. If the 
county has done as well, a board of freeholders 
will be established to plan the district. 

This is the same kind of an approach that of- 


fers the best chance for successful solution of . 


the transit problem. Like transit, sewers cross 
political boundaries as if they did not exist. And 
so do the problems. 

In St. Louis, many of the combined sanitary 
and storm sewers are old and overloaded. Part 
of this is the result of stormwater flowing from 
the county. West of Skinker, the problem is pri- 
marily one of inadequate sanitary sewerage fa- 
cilities. But there is no guarantee that sewer- 
bred disease will veer off from the city line, so 
it becomes a city problem as well. 

The piecemeal approach is both costly and 
useless. The improvement and modernization of 
sewers requires the kind of central planning 
and attack that only a metropolitan district is 
equipped to supply. It is good to see so many’ 
people in both city and county who are willing 
to create such a district and kive it a chance.

Transit should ‘not become the subject of a 
city-county fight. Both need better transporta- 
tion and must co-operate to get it. As Supervisor 
Matthews says: “The city and county must start 
thinking in terms of what is best for the whole 
community.” 


A metropolitan transit authority would repre- 
sent such thinking. It would be a joint effort of 


. city and county. It would be separate from pure- 


ly local control, and it should be established on 
a sound financial basis. The present City Hall 
plan simply does not offer the metropolitan area 
a metropolitan transit system.

Recent political events in Venezuela have 
often been a surprise to the people. Thus a 
newly-elected assembly was supposed to pick a 
provisional president, but Defense Minister Mar- 
cos Perez Jimenez, top man in the military jun- 
ta, has taken that job to himself. Afterwards 
he told the people about it. 


The military dictatorship itself came as a sur- 
prise. That was in 1948, when the army leaders 
suddenly overthrew Romulo Gallegos’ represen- 
tative government in an easy revolt. The gen- 
erals told the people—and it was news to them 
—that the government had lost control of law 
and order. 


Since then, the dictatorship has kept its kind 
of law and order, by using press censorship, clos- 
ing Caracas University, repressing freedom of 
speech and the political opposition, and jailing 
many opponents. 


Last Sunday, however, Venezuela was per- 
mitted a long-awaited election. Caracas news- 


. Papers published Monday night showed that the 
‘opposition party had a sizable lead. Then, an- 


other surprise, as censorship was clamped down. - 
Later, when the official election returns were 
announced, the military government’s party 
turned out to be the winner.-Strange things hap- 
pen in the black of censorship. 


Perez Jimenez now says censorship will not be 
necessary “with a return to constitutional gov- 
ernment.” That is, once assured of power, the 
government may not need censorship. But if 
there is any sudden return to constitutional gov- 
ernment, that will indeed be a surprise. 
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Ten Days to Go 

Some $5,203,000 has been pledged in this 
year’s Community Chest campaign. It is a sub- 
stantial sum and a positive sign of the value the 
community places on the Chest’s 103 health and 
welfare agencies. But it falls some $349,000 
short of the total required to meet even the 
minimum needs of Chest agencies in the coming 
year. 


It would be shameful if St. Louis were to fall 
down on the job, and so the campaign has been 
extended for another 10 days. Surely in that 
time the Red Feather will raise its full quota. 

If St. Louisans can contribute 94 per cent of 
the needs, they can and will provide the re- 
mainder. 
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Financing an Expressway 

Nine St. Louisans in 10 are likely to agree 
that the city ought to push rapidly ahead with 
the north leg of the Third Street Expressway. 
The south leg, running northeast from Gravois 
avenue to: Washington, already is under con- 
struction. And if it is to be fully useful, certain- 
ly it should be extended. northwest to Natural 
Bridge. e 

The only question is how to finance the city’s 
share of right-of-way costs, an item that may 
reach some $2,500,000. City Hall’s present ap- 
proach is to ask the Citizens’ Bond Committee 
to provide the money from existing bond funds. 

But even in advance of next week's committee 
meeting, some members are expressing doubts 
as to the legality of using those funds. This is 
because the Third street project was not under 
consideration when the bonds were voted in 
1944. 

It is always possible, of course, that perfectly 
legitimate ways may be found to skirt that kind 
of a legal road block. But what if this proves 
impossible? In that case, it may be that a bond 
issue will offer the only way to keep the project 
alive. For if the city fails to act, up to $13,000, 
000 in state and federal funds, now set aside for 
the highway, will be used elsewhere. 

If a bond issue appears the only way to save 
the situation, city officials might consider sub- 
mitting it in February when the School Board 
is almost certain te present a tax proposal. This 
“would save the cost of a special election on the 
bond issue alone, and enable the people to make 
an important decision for community progress,

Between Book.Ends 


Precocious Passion 


THE ILLUSIONIST Francoise Mallet, translated 
from the French by rma Briffault. (Farrar, Strauss, 
250 pgs., $3.) 

. This first novel by a twenty-year-cld 

French girl has been lavishly praised, ac- 

cording to the dust jacket, a large . 

number of French critics. Taking into ac- 


count the youth of the author, they have 


commended its maturity and the fine de- 
lineation of character, yet reading Herma 
Briffault’s translation of “The Illusionist” 
I was unable to find either of these vir- 
tues. Though the hovel is written in the 
first person and deals- with the amatory 
adventures of a fifteen-year-old girl, it is 
also supposedly a recollection of the past 
which makes one suspect that the flat 
school’. girl type is not assumed for a 
special purpose but is due to Miss Mal- 
let’s stylistic weakness and immaturity. 

The characters also are flat and lifeless, 
the main characters seem only occasion- 
ally to act under their own volition, 
minor characters are dismissed with a 
shrug of the shoulder. Every character 
in the book is at one time described as 
“weak” and this shows not only a poor 
sense of characterization but also the im- 
mature perception of the novelist who, 
after looking up to the adult throughout 
childhood suddenly finds herself able to 
recognize much adult action as weak and 
immediately dismisses it as such. Finally 
the characters and their actions are so ex- 
tremely unsympathetic that one closes the 
book with the feeling that all of them have 
been made fools of by the author. 

Miss Mallet’s theme, the relationship be- 
tween a fifteen-year-old girl and her fa- 
ther’s mistress, is a daring one, and she 
conveys well the girl’s precocious passion. 
If she had gone more deeply into the mo- 
tivations and compulsions of her charac- 
ters, this might have been an interesting 
psychological study; if she had been able 
to see her theme more imaginatively, lift- 
ing it beyond the sordid with a sympa- 
thetic vision and a sensitivity to atmos- 
phere, it might have been a moving novel 
of perverted adolescent love. As it is, 
“The Illusionist” is a novel of perverted 
passion without literary merit and of in- 
terest only to those who wish to 
ence the vicarious thrills of reading about 
a “forbidden” subject.

SAYS FEW CZECH 
IWS ARE REDS 


Expatriate Points to 1945 Exo- 
dus From Soviet 
Rule. 


The 11 Czech Jews convicted in 
the recent Communist purge trial 
at Prague were not Zionists and 
were not even active members of 
the Jewish community in Czecho- 
slovakia, a St. Louisan, who was 
an elected official of that satellite 
nation’s Supreme Council of Jews 
umtil 1948 said today. 

Martin Nahum, now principal 
of the Miriam Hebrew School 
here, pointed out that a major 
charge against the defendants was 
that their alleged plot against the 
Communist government had been 
“Zionist-inspired.” Reports from 
Prague - indicated strong anti- 
Semitic overtones in the trials. 
He termed it unfortunate that 
news reports of the trial had giv- 
en some persons the impression 
large numbers of Czech Jews 
were Communists. The opposite, 
he said, is true. 

After the Communist coup in 
February 1948, more than one- 
third of the 60,000 Jews in Czecho- 
slovakia registered for emigra- 
tion to Palestine in a single 
month, Nahum said. They were 
allowed to take only their per- 
sonal belongings. 

As an illustration of Jewish dis- 
like for Russian rule, 
declared that 90 per cent of the 
Jews living in the sub-Carpathian 
Ukraine left immediately when, 
in 1945, Czechoslovakia was 
forced to céde that strategically 
important territory to Moscow. 
“The Russians tried to force 
those Jews to return,” he said. 
“They were adverse propaganda.” 
The St. Louisan said that the 
anti-Semitism in the _ recent 
Czech trial had its origin in the 
controversy over the Jewish 
exodus from the sub-Carpathian 
Ukraine. 

Nahum said that Otto Fishl, a 
Jewish defendant who was 
hanged last. week, had been ap- 
proached by Jewish leaders 
before the coup in an effort to 
get him to help save the prop- 
erty of Jews executed by the 
Nazis. Fishl, a deputy finance 
minister, refused. 

“How ridiculous is the accusa- 
tion that he was a Zionist,” 
Nahum exclaimed. 
The Communist party at 
Prague forced Nahum to resign 
his duties, but he had already 
taken out an American passport 
and was able to escape with his 
wife to the western zone of Ger- 
many in 1948. Formerly a wealthy 
man in his native country, Nahum 
reached France with $20 in his 
pocket. He arrived in St. Louis 
in April, 1948. 

Nahum, who speaks 10 lan- 
guages, lives at 1149 Kingsland 
avenue, University City. During 
World War II, when Czechoslo- 
vakia’s Jewish population was re- 
duced from 360,000 to 60,000, he 
spent eight months in a concen- 
tration camp. His wife also was

From that almost disastrous 
beginning, the clever and colorful 
Bostonian fought back gamely, 
slicing open old cuts above both 
of Salas’s eyes and socking out a 
wide decision. It was Salas’ first 
start since he lost his title to 
Jimmy Carter in October. 
Collins now has defeated feath- 
erweigats Willie Pep, Fabela 
Chavez, Glen Flanagan and Brit- 
ish titlist Ronny Clayton and 
lightweight ex-champion Salas in 
1952, campaigning.

6¢# yO you have a job, or are 

Dyou free-lancing?” In the 
va form of this question, ad- 

essed to a writer, our 

spondent. brings up the aliieden 
“free lance,” by which we’ desig- 
nate the author, or any worker, 
whose product is for sale to the 
entire field of buyers who may 
have use for it; he works inde- 
pendent of an employer, and free 
of allegiance or responsibility to 
any particular buyer or client. 
He is free to sell his talents 
wherever he sees fit. 


This is an unusual expression, 
in that its concept takes us back 
far beyond the appearance of the 
phrase. It is the concept of the 
mercenary. soldier, one whose 
arms—in terms of the lance— 
were for sale to any bidder, in 
contrast to one who fought for 
his country or his landlord. In- 
volved here would be the idea of 
feudal vassalage, where a man’s 
lance commonly belonged to his 
liege lord; the “free lance” would 
be the rover, the military adven- 
—" whose services were for 
sale. 


It. remained for modern men 
to coin this saying so reminiscent 
of the days of the joust, the tour- 
nament and knightly vassalage. 


The expression seems to be com- 


paratively recent on the record, 
being attributed to its usage by 
Sir Walter Scott, in 1820, as fol- 
lows: “I offered Richard the serv- 
ices of my Free Lances.” It was 
not long before the metaphor be- 
came popular, first, it seems, in 
allusion to the free lance in poli- 
tics, and subsequently to desig- 
nate the literary “free lance.”

’ HEN I advocate an interest outside the home for married 

W vvomen I do not mean one that is a substitute for husband 

and children, or one that involves a questionable relation- 

ship with other men. Certainly a wife in business who con- 

sorts with salesmen who “wine and dine” her is playing fast 
and loose with her marriage. 

The trouble lies not in her being in business, but in some 
flaw in her own character. ’ 


oO, ee: 


MR. R. IS HAVING this experience. “You have often 
advised married women to have some interest outside the 
home,” he reminds me, “but my own home is going to pieces 
that way. We have three small children. A year ago my wife 
came into an inheritance of a few thousand dollars, so she 
bought an interest in a beauty shop. She spends most of her 
time there as manager. As a consequence, her husband—that’s 
me—and her children have to take what’s left; and there 
isn't much left. 

“The worst of it is that salesmen are always calling on 
her trying to sell something or other, and she expects them to 
wine and dine her. She says that is the way the business 
world is run. Most of these fellows don’t have adequate ex- 
pense accounts to treat their customers that way, and they 
probably pay out more than they make on any order they get 
from her, but she plays on their sympathy, so she is spending 
more and more time away from home. Result—no companion- 
ship for me, no mother for the children. 

“In my case, the idea that a woman should have an interest 
outside the home is destroying the home. What do you say 
to that?”

I SAY THAT NO WOMAN should neglect her home and 
husband and least of all should she neglect her children, in 
order to have an outside interest.

How should a husband 
proceed to improve such a situation? 

1. You'll have to agree with her that’s she’s right—up to 
a certain point. That will make her more willing to see 
you side of the case. You can certainly agree that she is en- 
titled to enjoyment and satisfaction in the home and, to a 
reasonable extent, outside as well. 

2. Then plan with her a more interesting family life. The 
chances are that the two of you really haven't worked out 
plans for recreation ‘hat are as good as you could make them. 
Try to do more things that include the children. Go out 
with other couples—but be sure that they are happily married 
couples. 

3. She wants to feel important. She feels important when 
these fellows take her out to dinner. Can you find a more 
satisfactory way of making her feel important? That will be 
a challenge to your imagination. Maybe you belong to some 
organization (lodge, church, neighborhood society or social 
group) that can put her to work. 

From what you say, your home is certainly threatened, Mr. 
R. To save it, you'll have to build a firmer foundation.

Mixed Nuts 
‘Are Good in 
Many Dishes

IXED nuts have their big- 
Mes: sale around § holiday 

ime. A bowl of nuts, and 
raisins on hand satisfies the/nib- 
blers. At the same time, nuts 
are fresh and good for many 
cookery purposes. 


There has been a general‘ im- 
pression that it is more econo- 
mical to purchase the nuts in 
the Shell, but actual cost com- 
parisons show that shelled al- 
monds are cheaper when yield 
fs. considered. Walnuts run 
about the same price in either 
form. You will save money if 
you buy pecans in the shell, and 
this is also true of peanuts. 


While nuts are used most in 
cookies, cakes and loaf breads, 
they add both interest and food 
value to other dishes. A sprinkle 
of chopped nuts oveg vegetables, 
noodles or macaroni give con- 
trast both in texture and flavor. 
This may be combined with meat 
and a sauce for casserole or 
platter main dish. 


Fortunately. all of the tree 
nuts are plentiful this year. The 
filbert crop is particular]ly large 
and this flavorful nut can be 
used alternately with any other. 


Nut Loaf Cake 


2 cups sifted cake flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
44 teaspoon salt 
1% cup shortening , 
1 cup sugar 
% cup milk 
% teaspoon vanilla extract 
14 teaspoon almond extract 
3%, cup chopped nuts 
4 egg whites, stiffy beaten 
Mix and sift fiour, baking 
powder and salt. Cream shorten- 
ing, add sugar slowly, and cream 
until fluffy.

Fix It Yourself

Bathroom Walls 
NE of the minor disadvan- 
0 tages of recessing bathtubs 
into a wall is that the wall 
gets pretty wet due to steam and 
water, 

If the wall is covered with 
some waterproof material such 
as tile or tileboard nothing much 
will happen, but if the plaster is 
left exposed with: only a single 
coat of paint or so, it will eventu- 
ally start to fall apart. 

This brings up the question of 
what to do about it—replaster, 
try to patch the area, rip ‘out 
the old plaster or what? 

We've found that one of the 


best remedies is to cover the old 


plaster with hardboard or abes- 
tos board either of Which can be 
obtained and installed easily. 
Many brands come prefinished 
and the unfinished types can be 
covered either with tile or paint. 


Before the boards are installed 
all loose and falling plaster 
should be removed. You don’t 
have to rip it all off, just the 
stuff that’s loose. 


Now the boards are cut to size 
and fastened in place by nailing 
them through the plaster into 


‘the wall studding. Don’t try to 


nail the boards just to the plas- 
ter because the nails won’t hold 
for long and don’t try to use an 
adhesive to hold them up be- 
‘cause it just won’t work. 


Special metal molding can be 
purchased for use with these 
boards to make a tight joint be- 
tween building boards and bath- 
tub and at the joints between
